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To  the  Teachers  and  Children  of  our  Sunday  Schools, 
now  iu  their  infancy,  this  little  volume  is  sent.  To  the  work 
of  the  Lord  it  is  dedicated ;  having  been  written  with  no 
other  object  in  view,  than  as  an  aid  to  further  that  work. 
When  contemplating  the  vastness  of  this  the  great  work  of 
the  Latter  Days,  and  the  high  honor  bestowed  by  our  Father 
upon  those  who  are  permitted,  in  any  degree,  to  share 
therein,  I  have  many  times  felt  to  demand  of  myself,  What 
right  have  you  to  put  forth  your  puny  efforts  in  that  which 
demands  the  highest  attainments  of  God's  gifted  ones? 
Very  plausible  is  the  song  the  tempter  sings  me,  and  many 
times  lie  causes  me  to  bow  both  head  and  heart  in  self- 
humiliation.  But  shall  I,  or  will  }rou,  fellow  laborer  in  this 
great  work,  let  the  enemy  of  all  righteousness  defraud  us  of 
the  reward  we  may  gain  by  the  use  of  the  ability  we  have, 
because  we  possess  no  greater?  Nay,  verily,  if  we  are  not 
in  the  possession  of  ten  or  the  five  talents,  let  us  use 
those  or  that  which  we  have,  and  thanking  God  that  His 
ways  are  equal,  ever  remember  that  we  shall  not  be  called 
to  give  to  Him  an  account  for  the  improvement  of  that  whick 
lie  has  not  bestowed  upon  us.     We  Cannot  say  that  we  have 


Hot  at  least  one  talent  upon  which  to  improve.  Let  our 
humility  be  genuine;  not  of  that  spurious  kind  which  mani- 
fests itself  to  the  discriminating  mind,  as  pride  rather  than 
humility.  It  is  too  proud  to  make  an  effort,  because  others 
can  do  that  which  is  desired  to  be  done  so  much  better  than 
we  can  do  it.  Should  we  not  rather  be  willing  to  put  forth 
our  best  effort,  especially  when  no  effort  in  like  direction  is 
being  made  by  others?  Should  others  do  in  a  masterly 
manner,  what  we  have  done  but  poorly,  our  humility  should 
be  seen  in  rejoicing  that  God  is  raising  up  such  to  carry  on 
His  work. 

This,  if  I  know  myself,  is  the  spirit  in  which  this  work 
has  been  done.  To  meet  the  present  immediate  and  press- 
ing demand  of  the  Sunday  School  cause,  and  thereby  assist 
our  youths  to  understand  God's  work  and  to  glorify  Him. 
has  been  my  sole  aim  ;  and  none  will  more  sincerely  rejoice 
than  myself,  when  this  little  volume  shall  be  superseded  by 
a  better  and  more  complete  work.  Until  then,  may  our 
Father  bless  it  to  the  use  of  His  saints. 

Parents  and  teachers,  to  each  onward  march  of  (he  Sun- 
day School  cause  let  your  hearts  echo  back  a  fervent  Araen  ! 
Too  long  have  we  as  saints  of  God,  been  culpable  in  neglect 
of  this  work.  Too  long  have  we  failed  to  obey  the  law  of 
God,  in  respect  to  the  training  of  our  children.  But  a 
brighter  day  is  dawning.  Already  the  light  appearing  in 
the  east  reflects  upon  the  western  horizon  ;  and  soon  shall 
its  beams  radiate  from  centre  to  circumference,  am*!  we  shall 
see  our  children  prepared  to  take,  the  places  God  has  assur- 
edly designed  they  shall  occupy,  if  we  ourselves  defraud 
them  not  of  their  birthright,  by  failing  to  train  them  up  ill 
the  way  in  which  they  should  go. 

How  strict  were  the  injunctions  of  Jehovah  to  his  ancient 
people  in  regard  to  this  matter.,     **  Therefore,  shall  ye  lay 


up  these  my  words  in  your  hearts  and  in  your  soul,  and  ye 
shall  teach  them  to  your  children,  speaking  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the 
ways,  when  thou  liest  down,  when  thou  risest  up."  If  we 
think  it  possible  to  excuse  ourselves  for  neglect  of  this  great 
duty,  let  us  be  warned  by  the  words  of  the  L'ord  to  Samuel, 
concerning  the  house  of  Eli:  "For  I  have  told  him  that  I 
will  judge  his  house  forever,  for  the  iniquity  which  he 
knoweth  ;  because  his  sons  made  themselves,  vile  and  he  re- 
strained them  riot."  Parents,  if  we  feel  disposed  to  flatter 
ourselves  that  God  will  not  hold  us  responsible  for  not  re- 
straining our  children,  let  us  reflect  upon  His  words  and  be 
warned  in  time  !  Shall  His  blessing  rest  upon  us  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  our  duty  in  this  respect  ?  Consider 
His  words  concerning  Abraham,  His  friend.  ci  Shall  I  hide 
from  Abraham  that  thing  which  the  Lord  will  do  for  him  ? 
For  I  know  him,  that  he  will  command  his  child: en  and  his 
household  after  him,  and  they  shall  keep  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
to  do  justice  and  judgment  ;  that  the  Lord  may  bring  upon 
Abral-  .  t.n     May  the  glorious 

promises  made  to  the  saints  in  the  latter  days,  be  realized 
through  the  same  faithfulness- upon  their  part,  for  as  surely 
as  the  Lord  liveth,  His  blessing  will  never  rest  upon  us

A.  He  made  a  feast  for  the  nobles  of  his  king- 
dom, and  ordered  the  sacred  vessels  of  the  tem- 
ple of  God  to  be  brought  into  their  drunken 
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revel,  that  his  nobles  might  drink  wine  out  of 
them. 

5.  How  came  these  sacred  vessels  in  Babylon  ? 

A.  They  were  taken  there  by  his  grandfather, 
when  he  robbed  the  temple  at  Jerusalem. 

6.  What   took   place   while   they   were  still    eating    and 

drinking  ? 

A.  A  hand  came  forth  and  wrote  upon  the  wall, 
in  sight  of  the  king  and  all  his  nobles. 

7.  When  the  king  in  his  terror  called  upon  the  wise  men 

of  Babylon,  and  they  could  not  interpret  the  writing, 
for  whom  did  he  send  ? 

A.     He  sent  for  Daniel. 

8.  What  did  Daniel  tell  him  the  writiDg  meant  ? 

A.  That  for  his  sins  God  had  resolved  to  take  his 
kingdom  and  save  it  to  the  Medes  and  Persians. 

9.  What  took  place  that  very  night  ? 

A.  Cyrus,  a  Persian  prince,  led  his  troops  into 
Babylon,  took  the  city,  and  put  Belshazzar  to 
death. 

10.  What  remarkable  circumstance  in  regard  to  Cyrus  may 

we  notice  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  ? 

A.  The  Lord  called  him  by  his  name,  more  than 
one  hundred  years  before  he  was  born. 

11.  "What  did  the  Lord  say  he  would  do  for  Cyrus? 

A.  He  would  hold  his  hands  to  subdue  nations 
before  him. 

12.  What  did  he  say  of  Cyrus  ? 

A.  "  He  shall  perform  all  my  pleasure :  even 
saying  to  Jerusalem,  Thou  shalt  be  built ;  and 
to  the  temple.  Thy  foundation  shall  be  laid." 

13.  What  edict  did  Cyrus  cause  to  be  published  in  the  first

21.  After  the  king  had  spent  the  night  without  eating  or 

sleeping,  what  did  he  do  very  early  in  the  morning  ? 
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A.  He  went  to  the  den  of  lions  and  calling  upon 
Daniel,  asked  if  his  God  had  been  able  to  deliver 
him  ? 

22.  What  answer  did  Daniel  make  the  king  ? 

A.  "  My  God  hath  sent  his  angels  and  hath  shut 
the  lions'  mouths,  that  they  have  not  hurt  me/' 

23.  When  the  king,  with  great  joy,  had  taken  Daniel  out 

of  the  den ;  whom  did  he  cause  to  be  cast  in  ? 

A.  The  wicked  men  who  had  accused  Daniel, 
and  the  lions  tore  them  in  pieces  as  soon  as  they 
touched  the  bottom  of  their  den. 

24.  What  did  God  make  known  to  Daniel,  in  visions  ? 

A.  He  revealed  to  him  the  history  of  the  world, 
until  the  end  of  time. 

25.  Where  are  these  visions  recorded  ? 
A.     In  the  book  of  Daniel, 

26.  What  should  the  history  of  Daniel  teach  us  ? 

A.  Though  suffering,  on  accounnt  of  the  sins  of 
others,  by  being  carried  into  captivity ;  yet  God 
rewarded  his  own  faithfulness  to  him ;  and  gave 
him  the  love  and  honor  of  heathen  kings,  who 
knew  not  the  God  of  Daniel.

A.  He  was  a  Jew,  born  in  Babylon  during  the 
captivity,  and  cup-bearer  to  king  Artaxerxes. 

7.  When  made  governor  of  Judea  by  the  king,  what  re- 

„  quest  did  he  make  ? 

A.  To  be  permitted  to  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and 
build  the  walls  of  the  city. 

8.  How  long  was  this  after  Ezra  had  gone  up  ? 

A.     About  thirteen  years.  V 

9.  How  long  did  Nehemiah  govern  Judea  ? 
A.     About  twelve  years. 

10.  Who  opposed  Nehemiah,  in  his  work  of  rebuilding  the 

walls  of  Jerusalem  ? 

A.     The  Samaritans. 

11.  Who  were  the  Samaritans  ? 

A.  They  were  the  people  whom  the  king  of  As- 
syria had  caused  to  settle  the  lands  formerly 
occupied  by  the  ten  tribes. 

12.  What  services  did  Ezra  cause  to  be  reestablished  ? 
A.     The  services  of  the  temple. 

13.  What  did  he  do  in  regard  to  the  Sabbath  ? 
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A.     He  caused  it  to  be  kept  holy. 

14.  What  prophets  had  predicted  the  return  of  the  Jews 

from  their  captivity  in  Babylon  ? 

A.     Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  and  many  others. 

15.  What  peculiarity  may  we  observe  in  regard  to  the  Jews,

A.     Their  great  love  for  the  land  of  their  fathers.

10.  What  did  John  say  concerning  him   who   should  come 

after  him  ? 

A.  "There  cometh  one  mightier  than  I,  the 
latchet  of  whose  shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  un- 
loose/'

A.     With  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  lire.

*  It  is  related  of  Charles  IX.  of  France,  by  whose  order  the  dreadful 
massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew  took  placjs,  that  the  remorse  he  suffered  in 
consequence  of  this  dreadful  crime  waj  so  great,  that  the  blood  oozed  from 
his  veins,  so  that  his  body  was  bathed  in  his  own  blood,  during  the  agonies 
of  death.

A.     There  are.     There  is  an  active,  living  faith. 
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and  an  inactive,  or  dead  faith. 

7.  What  are  the  effects  of  a  living  faith  ? 

A.     It  works  by  love,  and  purifies  the  heart. 

8.  What  does  Jesus  say  of  the  faith  of  devils  ? 

*A.     "  Ye  believe  in  God,  ye  do  well,  devils  also 
believe  and  tremble." 

9.  What  do  we  learn  from  this  ? 

A.  That  it  is  possible  to  have  faith  and  not  be 
saved ;  for  devils  are  not  saved  beings,  and  yet 
they  believe  in  God,  and  fear  his  power. 

10.  What  is  necessary  in  order  that  our  faith  may  be  ac- 

ceptable to  God  ? 
A.     That  it  be  accompanied  by  works. 

11.  What  does  James  say  of  faith  without  works  ? 

A.  "  As  the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so 
faith  without  works  is  dead,  being  alone." 

12.  What  did  Jesus  command  the  people  todo,  at  the  same 

time  he  required  of  them  to  believe  the  gospel  ? 

A.     To  repent. 
18.     Which  principle  is  first  in  God's  plan  of  salvation,  faith 
or  repentance  ? 

A.     Faith. 

14.  How  can  you  prove  this  ? 

A.  Repentance  arises  from  a  conviction  of  sin 
against  God,  and  we  could  not  feel  this  convic- 
tion if  we  did  not  believe,  or  have  faith  in  God.

A.     No;  a  godly  sorrow  leads  to  repentance.

A.     "  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well 

pleased ;  hear  ye  him." 
What  confession  had  Peter  made  of  Christ  before  this  ? 
A.     He  acknowledged  him  to  be  the  Son  of  the 

living  God. 
What  did  Christ  say  to  Peter  concerning  this  1 
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A.  Flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed  it  unto 
thee,  but  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

9.     With  what  do  these  words  of  our  Savior  correspond  ? 
A.     With  the  testimony  of  Paul,  that  no  man  can 
know  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord,  but  by  the  Holy 
Ghost.

God  with  all  his  house  \  who  gave  much  alms 
to  the  poor,  and  prayed  to  God  always.

A.  Peter  was  to  tell  him  words,  whereby  he  and 
all  his  house  should  be  saved. 

23.  When  Peter  had  preached  Christ  to  them,  and  they  had 

received  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,   what  did  he 
command  them  to  do  ? 

A.     To  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.

A.     Evidently  to  convince  Peter  and  the  rest  of

A.     He  was  martyred  for  his  religion,  when  about 

the  age  of  seventy-five.

What  holy  example  did  Christ  leave  us  by  this  act  ? 
A.     Respect  and  care  for  parents,  even  when  suf- 
fering the  agonies  of  death. 
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Do  you,  dear  children,  so  love  and  reverence  your  pa- 
rents ?

A.     Tliey  were  stoned  to  death.

A.  The  restoration,  or  bringing  back  of  the  gos- 
pel to  the  earth.

A.     The  first  christian  martyr. 

6.  Did  many  of  the  early  saints  die  for  their  religion  ? 
A.     Many  thousands,  probably  millions,  gave  their 

lives  willingly,  rather  than  deny  Christ. 

7.  What  does  Paul  say  they  suffered  ? 

A.  They  suffered  mockings  and  scourgings,  bonds 
and  imprisonment ;  they  were  stoned,  they  were 
sawn  asunder,  they  were  slain  with  the  sword. 

8.  How  did  they  wander  ? 

A.  They  wandered  about  in  sheep-skins  and 
goat-skins,  being  afflicted,  destitute,  tormented  ; 
of  whom  the  world  was  not  worthy. 

9.  Where  did  they  live  ? 

A.     In   deserts,  in  mountains,  in   dens,   and  in 
caves  of  the  earth. 
10.     What  did  God  provide  for  them,  through  these  suffer- 
ings ? 

A.     A  more  glorious  reward,  and  by  their  suffer- 
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ings  they  were  made  perfect. 

11.  Whom  did  John  see,  standing  nearest  to  the  throne  of 

God? 

A.  Those  who  had  come  up  through  great  tribu- 
lations, and  washed  their  robes  and  made  them 
white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

12.  What  is  said  of  their  condition  in  that  blessed  home  ? 
A.     They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst,  for 

the  Lamb  shall  feed  them  and  lead  them  unto 
living  fountains  of  waters.

A.  Willing  to  endure  all  things  for  the  sake  of 
Christ,  and  very  thankful  that  we  are  permitted 
to  worship  Grod,  without  having  such  dreadful 
things  to  undure.

A.  It  will  be  of  no  benefit  unless  we  dedicate  it 
to  God.
